ESTIMATES COMMITTEE WILL
BO0ON BEGIN WORK.

They Are Confronted with the Ne-
cessity of Lopping Over Fifty
Thousand Dollars Off of the Esti-
mnated Expenses of the City for
the Next Fiscal Year—Depnart-
ments That Are Asking for Big
Increases Over Last Year and
What Increases Are For.

The Joint estimates commitiee of
councils will goon begln the work of
lopplng off $56.944.10 from the estimated
expenses of the cily for the coming
figeal vear to make sald estimate cons
form with the estimated revenue which
I8 placed by the controller at $311.525.00,
In the meantime It Is Interesting (o
note the vavious Increases over last
yeur's appropriation asked by the sev-
eral heads of departments and Just
whit these increascs are asked for,

The largest incrense anked s one a
Hitle less than §20,000 for the police de-
partment, Last year's appropriation
was 854,680, but Chief Robling wanta
§74.500 for next year. This Increase is
explained when It s taken into con-
sideration that the salarles of the ten
extra patrolmen and the thres extra de-
tectlves which the chief and mayor
thinks necessary are included.  $5,000
I8 also asked for a pollce signal system,
Provision Is also made for nn extra
desk sergeant. An extra $300 s asked
for new eteel cages for the North
Scranton station.

FIRE DEPARTMENT.

The next largest Increase asked ls
for the fire depurtmont. The appro-
priation for the past flseal year for thia
department was $43,010.26, but Chief
Walker wants $57.620.04, or an Incrense
of §14,025,58, for the coming year, One
of the largeet tema of Increase asked
by the chief s $4,000 for a new hook
and ladder truck, whnich he sayvs the
city 18 badly in need of. Fifteen
hundred dollnrs, which dil not appear
In the past year's appropriation, Is
asked for the purchase of horses,

Three thousand dollars s asked for
the purchase of hose, where $1,000 was
appropriated last yenr., Two hundred
and fifty dollars extyi (8 agked for the
purchase of a water tower attachment
and In the estimate the clerk's salary
Is ralsed from $100 to 8600, The sal-
arleg of the additional permanent men
Appointed during the year, of course,
figure in the estimate, but as thesa
appointments were sanctioned by coun-
vils they cuannot go back on them,

department i1s $22.820 in excess of the

gecretary, from §600 to $500; an Increase
of $1,200 for the =alary of crematory
employes |s asked, and an extra $000 |s
also demanded for the salary of an
asslstant =anitary engineer,

In the estimate of the park commis-
gloners an Increase of only $297 s asked
for.
